Vatican City, Dee. 22 —(NC)— 


‘In a trenchant message to the 


world His Holiness Pope Pius XII 
today called for prayer and a re- 
turn to God to end the strife that 
marks the world at this third 
Christmas season since the end 
of hostilities.

'states,” he said. The peace “ought 
to be,” he wrote, “ ‘the tranquility 
of order’ and ‘tranquilliberty.’ ” 

| The letter called for more. fer- 
| vent prayer, especially by children, 


and for a return to religion and 
Christ in every phase of life as 
the world’s only hope. He said 
the remedy “cannot be longer de- 
layed.” 


Exhausted 

Citing the “exhausted” economy 
in many nations that prevents re- 
'construction, the Holy Father con- 
itinued: “On the other hand, un- 
'fortunately, there are not lacking 
‘those who aggravate and fatten on 
‘the misery of the proletarian 
classes, following a _ secret and 
astute plan, and thus obstructing 
those noble efforts, with which, 
with strict order and with justice, 
the rebuilding of fortunes now dis- 
persed is attempted.” The Holy 
Father counseled: 

“Those who, with a premeditated 
plan, thoughtlessly raise up the 
crowd, exciting it to tumult, to 
sedition and to offenses against 
the liberty of others, without a 
doubt do not operate to mitigate 
the poverty of the people, but 
‘rather increase it and provoke ex- 
'treme ruin, aggravating hatred 
‘and interrupting the course of the 
' work of urban life. ... But at the 
same time it is incumbent upon 
all to understand that the social 
crisis is so great at the present 
and so dangerous for the future 
as to make it necessary for each— 
and especiallly he who has greater 
goods—to put the common welfare 
before private advantages and 
profits.” 

“And before everything else it 
is absolutely urgent to pacify

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Papal Aid Commission Provides 


Kitchens, Relief To Destitute 
3,000 Childrens Camps, 2,500 


Report Of Crganization’s Work Since 
Its Founding By Pope Pius XI! Outlines 
Vast Aid; Heaviest Demands This Year 


Rome, Dec. 15—(NC)—A total of 3,000 summer camps, 
which provided hospitality for 850,008 Italian children, and a 
total of 2,500 Papal kitchens, from which soup and other 
foods have been distributed to the extent of 37,717 ,117 units, 
comprise part of the work accomplished this year by the 
Pontifical Commission of Assistance, established about three 


and a half years ago by His Holi- 
ness Pope Pius XII. 

During this period, with the aid 
of Catholics throughout the world 


and particularly through materials 
made available by War Relief 
Services-National 
fare Conference, the Commission 
has dispensed relief to destitute 
Italians and war refugees to the 
extent of some nine billion lire. 


Founded in April, 1944, the 
Commission is the central chari- 
table organization in Italy, em- 
bracing the entire country, with

aid needed both among Italian 
citizens and displaced persons not 
eligible for assistance from the 
International Refugee Organiza- 
tion. Thus the activities of the 
Commission reached their largest 
volume this year. 

Assistance extended to destitute 
children and war orphans, the re- 
port states, includes summer 
camps, shelters, recreation centers, 
and meals for students in univer- 
sity boarding houses. The Com- 
mission provides food through 
ordinary market facilities, except 


missions.

Government Stops 
Catholic Radio 


In Guatemala 


Move Branded As Illegal 
And Discrimination 
Against The Church 


Guatemala City, Dee. 22.—(NC) 

-Radio Pax, the Catholic broad- 
casting station here, has been or- 
dered to shut down by the Guate- 
malan Ministry of Communications, 
which gave as reason for its or- 
der the fact that the station is lo- 
cated next to a church. The sta- 
tion, which has been in operation 
only six months, was under the di- 
rection of the metropolitan curia, 
and carried some distinctly Catholic 
programs and others of general in- 
terest. 

This move by the government, 
branded by Catholic spokesmen 
here as an “arbitrary measure 
against the Church,” follows the 
suppression by the ministry of a 
Catholic radio program called “The 
White Hour.” The program had 
been supported and directed by the 
curia of the Guatemala archdiocese. 
The suppression order came after 
the joint pastoral of the Guate- 
malan Hierarchy warning against 
communist infiltration in the coun- 
try had been read during the pro- 
gram. 

At its establishment Radio Pax 
was blessed by Archbishop Mariano 
Rossell Arellano of Guatemala. 
Among its international news ser- 
vices the station used the Spanish 
version of the N.C.W.C. News Ser- 
vice. 

Pointing out that the station 
operated under protection of the 
constitutional guarantee for free- 
dom of expression, the Catholic 
press here has branded the min- 
istry’s order a_ discrimination 
against Catholics and as lacking 
legal foundation. | 

“The situation. is the more se- 
rious because everyone realizes 
that communists enjoy ample fa- 
cilities in the national broadcast- 
ing station,” the weekly, Verbum, 
of this city states. 

The shutting down of Radio Pax 
constitutes “a government measure 
against the Church” and an insult 
to “the Catholic sentiment of Guat- 
emala,” the paper adds. 

(Last April the government of 
Guatemala, in spite of strong op- 
position from the press, passed the 
so-called “Law on the Emission 
of Thought” which in effect gives 
the party in power control of all 
publications and broadcasting.) 


‘Re-Colonization’ Scheme 
Aimed At Weakening 
Catholic Loyalty Of Croats 


Marseille, Dec. 22—(NC)—The 
real objective of the “agricultural 
re-colonization program” announ- 
ced in Yugoslavia for the Peoples 
Republic of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina is the weakening of Cath- 
olicism in Croatia, according to re- 
ports received here. 

The unrevealed part of the pro- 
gram, the reports declare, provides 
for the uprooting of entire Croat 
Catholic villages from the lands 
they have owned for centuries and 
their resettlement — without 
churches and priests—in areas of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina where the 
population consists mostly of 
Orthodox schismatics, 

At the same time, the dispos- 
sessed Orthodox would be -trans- 
‘planted into traditionally Catholic 
areas, such as the Voyvodina and 
southwestern Croatia. By means 
of such systematic transplanting 
of thousands of people, the reports

ed in our direct contact with rural 
Catholics. About 500,000 Catholic 
families live on farms. Actually 


less than 1,000, i.€., 0.2 per cent 
of these, are active and paying 
members of our Conference. That 
does not mean that they do not 
hear of us or are not influenced 
by us, but it does mean that they 
have no direct contact with us. 

At the end of twenty-five years 
of work and struggle we fortunate- 
ly find ourselves still working and 
still struggling. From informal 
and casual studies we have dis- 
covered the sad truth that about 
seventy per cent of Catholic rural 
youth, born and reared in rural 
parishes, abandon the baptismal 
parish before they reach twenty- 
five years of age. We know that 
most of our 5,000 rural parishes 
have not increased in numbers and 
that they are waging a fight for 
their very existence. With the fun- 
damental conviction that unless 
cur Church is strong in the rural 
districts we cannot hope to remain 
strong even in the large cities, we 
are now setting out to attack the 
Problem at che roots. Many of us 
ave come to the conclusion that 
the use of the Catholic Action cell 
technique is the way to approach 
our rural people.

world was pagan at that time; 
therefore, little glory was being 
rendered to God on high. The 
Roman Empire ruled with an iron 
hand from the British Isles to the 
Euphrates in Asia, and half of 
the dwellers in that vast area were 
held in slavery, just as more than 
half the population of the world 
today is enslaved even after the 
Church of God has set millions of 
them free. Tiere was peace in 
that Roman Empire then only in 
the sense that imperial wars had 
come to an end, just as it may be 
said that there is peace on earth 
now only in the sense that armed 
combat in the greatest war of all 
times has ended. 

But there was no peace among 
the separate enslaved groups of 
Christ’s day, just as there is no 
genuine peace now, either among 
the conquered peoples or among 
those which were recently victor- 
ious In arms. 

Peace-makers have been long in 
conferences, but war rages in 
their very assemblies. They cannot 
agree mutually because they think 
only politically, selfishly, and out 
of keeping with the principles of 
inalienable rights, which are a nat- 
ural inheritance of every human 
being from God Himself. They 
cannot agree because they know 
not how to think the thoughts 
of the Prince of Peace, to Whom 
all nations were granted by the 
God of nations as His inheritance. 
In fact, representatives of some 
of the more powerful nations are 
saying, in effect, what the enemies 
of Christ openly declared to His 
face: “We shall not have this 
man rule over us.”

He gave service to oth- 
ers, always forgetting self.” 


Now that does not make one a 
Christian. Mahatma Gandhi, the 
Hindu leader, believes thoroughly 
in that ‘‘nd of conduct, but he 
proclaims that he is not a Chris- 
tian. Christ Himself said that the 
heathens observed the Golden Rule, 
yet. millions of Americans believe 
that the observance of that rule 
is the essence of Christianity. 

To regurd Christ as the “per- 
fect man” is un-Christian. In fact 
St. John (1 John, II, 22), says that 
it is anti-Christian, because He is 
God as well as Man. 

The first duty imposed on all 
people by religion is not to serve 
their fellowmen, because that fills 
only the “Second Commandment of 
the Law” (Matt. XXII, 39), but “to 
lcve God with one’s whole heart, 
and with one’s whol: so 1, and 
with one’s whole mind” (Matt. 
XXII, 37). Religion is the bond 
which unites the indivicual with 
yod, and -nly secondarily with his 
neighbor. 

One is not made a Christian 
even by accepting Christ as his 
personal Savior without Baptism, 
nor even with Baptism, unless he 
also believes and “observes all 
things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you” (Matt. XXVIII, 20). 
One cannot become a Christian by 
Baptism without also becoming a 
member of Christ’s Church, 
through wh‘ch He _ continues to 
teach and sanctify men. Christ 
obligated all men “to hear the 
Ciurch” (Matt. XVIII, 17), which 
He promised to protect from error 
and the “gates of hell” ().att. 
XVI, 18), with which He promised 
t remain “all days even unto the 
end of the world” (Matt. XXVIII, 
20), to which alone He promised 
“to send the Holy Spirit” for the 
purpose of keeping it in truth 
(John XV, 26). 

Christianity and Christ’s Church 
cannot be separated because they 
were maue one by Him. A mem- 
ber of God’s Church, if he will but 
“hear it,” will do all things “I have 
commanded you,” and, therefore, 
will measure up to the require- 
ments of the gentleman quoted 
above. 

It is very true that there are

Q—Can no one be a Christian, 
therefore, without being baptized? 


A—No; it is through Baptism 
that one “puts on Christ” (Rom, 
XIII, 14), is incorporated into 
Christ, or engrafted as a branch 
on the Vine, which is Christ. It 
is through Baptism that one be- 
comes a . tizen in the Kingdom of 
Christ on earth and ar heir of 
God’s Kingdom in Heaven. 


To understand the necessity of 
Baptism, we only have to under- 
stand the need of the possession of 
supernatural life by the soul i? 
it would reach supernatural glory, 
which is the character of the bliss 
o Heaven. No one can, by hin- 
self, rise from the human to the 
divine order; no one can, by his 
natural effor.s, reach a superna- 
tural destiny. Now the superna- 
tural life of the soul .s grace, and 
grace is conferred the first time 
by Baptism. That is why it is 
called by Christ Himself (John 
Ill, 5), “a new birth,” a birth in 
the sup2rnatural order. You have 
heard people talk about regenera- 
tion, and it is Baptism which ef- 
fects that. 


Q—But do not different churches 
hold different views concerning 
Baptism? 


A—Yes, they do, but there is 
only one correct viewpoint. There 
are those who hold with Christ, 
St. Peter and St. Paul and with 
Catholics, that Baptism is neces- 
sary for salvation. There are 
those, whe teach vhat Baptism 's 
merely a symbol signifying one’s 
acceptance of Christ, or ones I 
tention to affiliate with one of the 
Christian churches. There ar 
those, who make more of the ma? 
ner of baptizirg than of Baptism 
itself. There are others, who be- 
lieve that the adult should be 
baptized, but not infants. 


Now if one remains only a child 
of his own parents until he ' 
baptized; if one becomes an adept: 
ed child of God throug’ Baptism, 
then certainly even infants should 
receive it. If only those, whose 
souls enjoy a state of supers, 
tural life, may enter Heaven, sf 
Baptism confers that life, this 
an additional reason why the in 
fant should be baptized.

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than eight years ago, His 
fet Pope Pius xu appealed 
to a world on the brink of war to 
draw back from impending disas- 
ter, His appeal was unheeded by 
s totalitarian force which felt its 
might and was bent on aggrandize- 
ment. That godless, anti-religious, 
totalitarian regime has - suffered 
obliteration, but there is little hope 
that another totalitarian force, 
risen in i.s place, feeling its might 
and bent upon aggrandizement, 
would heed a new appeal from the 
Holy Father not to plunge the 
world again into war. 

Nor are there grounds for hope 
that nations will pause in their 
turbulent contentions to heed the 
words of the American Bishops 
that “in the international com- 
munity there can be only one real 
hond of sane common action—the 
natural law which calls to God, its 
Author, and derives from Him its 
sanctions.” That the nations do not 
listen does not make it any less 
true, as the Bishops said, that “in 
the international community that 
law has been flouted more openly, 
more widely, and more disastrously 
in our day than ever before in the 
Christian centuries.” 

It is even less likely that the 
nations will heed today’s warnings 
since the Bishops have pointed out 
that, with the world standing “on 
the brink of chaos,” “it is signifi- 
eant that godless forces have 
brought it there.” Such godless 
forces are not likely to listen to 
the Holy Father, or accept his 
mediation, or harken to a sober 
warning sounded by the Bishops. 

This godless attitude on the in- 
ternational level is made possible 
by the penetration of national life. 
even in the United States, by the 
secularist philosophy. This ex- 
plains the crescendo of clamor, 
whieh has increased even since the 
Bishops issued their statement, for 
the exclusion of religion from edu- 
cation.

If I 
have been destined for life eter- 
nal with God, and I know well 
how to obtain that destiny, then 
evidently it is the first business 
of my life so to live that there 
will be no danger whatsoever of 
my losing it. Ask those who 
have tried and you will diseover 
that it is not difficult to love 
God “with one’s whole heart, 
with one’s whole soul, with all 
his mind and all his strength.” 
It is not difficult because it is 
the greatest source of joy and 
happiness. 

Give up completely habits or 
practices which you will be 
forced to regret eternally. Be 
an example to your children of 
regularity of prayer, of faithful- 
ness in attending Mass and the 
public devotions in your church, 
of frequenting the Sacraments. 

Cooperate, in every respect, 
with the good Sisters in the 
school to whom you commit your 
children day after day for nine 
months every year. 

If you have already spoiled 
your children there is only one 
way of -correcting the mistake 
and that is by being a good ex- 
ample to them. Scolding, threat- 
ening them and punishing them 
will be of no avail if you will 
have already spoiled them. But
